WATER RIGHT LICENSES 1062 AND 4060 (APPLICATIONS 1061 AND 14494) OF  

COUNTY OF SACRAMENTO AND SACRAMENTO COUNTY WATER AGENCY 
 

COUNTY: Sacramento    STREAM SYSTEM: Sacramento River 
 
On March 12, 2015, the County of Sacramento and Sacramento County Water Agency (jointly referred to 
as Sacramento County) filed petitions to change their water right Licenses 1062 and 4060 
(Applications 1061 and 14494, respectively) with the State Water Resources Control Board, Division of 
Water Rights (Division).  With the petitions, Sacramento County requested the addition of a new point of 
diversion, new place of use, and new purpose of use to Licenses 1062 and 4060.  Below are summaries 
of Licenses 1062 and 4060 and the proposed changes.
